Fire Rescue Services were 
called to the Oak Tower on 
102nd Avenue at 117th Street 
shortly after 11 a.m. 

Investigators were still try¬ 
ing to determine the cause 
of the fire.

apartment on the eighth 
floor, but firefighters man¬ 
aged to contain it there. 

There were more than 50 
firefighters on scene for the 
call, which District Chief John 
Bower said was a difficult one. 

Among the injured was a 
young child who was trans¬ 
ported to hospital. Bower said 
it took quick work from fire 
crews to rescue the child. 

“They had the ladder set 
up on the west side of the 
building pretty quickly, and 
from what I understand the 
crew on that ladder brought 
down the child,” he said. 

The fire forced the build¬ 
ing’s evacuation, and resi¬ 
dents waited in Oliver School 
nearby. Bower said most of 
the residents would be al¬ 
lowed back in, but anyone 
living above the eighth floor 
would have to find alternate 
places to stay in the short 
term. 

The Red Cross was called 
in to help house some of the 
evacuees.

The owner of an Alberta 
pipeline says a recent spill 
may have been the result of 
construction equipment that 
was in the area. 

Plains Midstream Canada 
says in a news release that 
early indications suggest the 
Kemp line in northwestern 
Alberta suffered “external 
damage” before releasing 
condensates from natural-gas 
production late last week. 

The company has said 
preliminary estimates sug¬ 
gest about 950 barrels were 


released over an area of 
about 1.5 hectares. 

It says more than 60 
people are working to clean 
up the spill. 

The news release doesn’t 
specify what the construc¬ 
tion equipment was doing 
near the pipeline or whether 
it was associated with the 
pipeline’s operation or main¬ 
tenance, and no one from 
the company could be im¬ 
mediately reached to elabor¬ 
ate.

As Edmonton marked the end 
of Pride Week, Canada’s only 
national leadership retreat 
for LGBT youth celebrated its 
10th anniversaiy.

You won’t know when 
they’re coming and you won’t 
know what they are saying, and 
that’s to mimic the way that real 
verbal tics happen,” said Cathy 
Wylie, president of the Tour- 
ette Syndrome Foundation of 
Canada. The automated tweets 
will come out with a link to 
surrendeiyoursay.com so fol¬ 
lowers can find out more. 

Tourette’s syndrome is a 
neurological disorder charac¬ 
terized by involuntary vocal 
and physical outbursts. The 
stereotype of the syndrome is 
sudden, involimtaiy swearing,

but it’s not the norm, with few¬ 
er than 10 per cent suffering 
such outbursts, said Wylie. 

Kids with the syndrome 
tend to get picked on by bul¬ 
lies and have trouble mak¬ 
ing friends, while among 
adults the unemployment 
rate is four times as high 
as the general population, 
Wylie said, adding that about 
20 per cent of people with the 
syndrome report having been 
fired or passed over for jobs be¬ 
cause of their illness. 

However, with therapy 
people can learn coping mech¬ 
anisms and find ways to deal 
with the syndrome, Wylie said. 

“It doesn’t affect how smart 
they are; it doesn’t affect what 
they can do.”

Gunmen killed two anti¬ 
polio workers on Sunday 
in northwest Pakistan, po¬ 
lice said, the latest violence 
directed at efforts to eradi¬ 
cate the disease from the 
country. 

The two attackers shot 
the two Pakistani health 
workers while they were on 
a vaccination drive in rural 
Kandar village, said Swabi 
district police Chief Moham¬ 
mad Saeed. The gunmen ar¬ 
rived on foot and then dis¬ 
appeared, he said. 

No one claimed respon¬ 
sibility for the attack. Some 
Pakistani militant groups 
oppose the vaccinations and 
accuse the workers of spying 
for the U.S. They point out 
the case of a Pakistani doc¬ 
tor used by the CIA to collect 
blood samples of the family 
of Osama bin Laden to track 
him down and kill him in 
Pakistan in 2011. 

Islamic militants also try 
to block inoculation cam¬ 
paigns by portraying them 
as a conspiracy to steril-

Summit's agenda focuses 
on tax evasion and trade, 
but backdrop to talks is 
fraught global outlook 


Europe is mired in debt and 
recession. Financial mar¬ 
kets have hit violent ups 
and downs on fears that U.S. 
stimulus efforts may soon be 
scaled back. Japan is finally 
looking up after years of stag¬ 
nation — but it remains an 
open question if the recoveiy 
will stick. 

That’s the global economy 
that will confront the heads 
of the Group of Eight lead¬ 
ing economies as they gather 
Monday and Tuesday for their 
annual summit in Northern 
Ireland. 

British Prime Minister 
David Cameron will serve as 
summit host for U.S. President 
Barack Obama and the lead¬ 


ers of Germany, Italy, Canada, 
France, Japan and Russia. At 
the top of the agenda: new co¬ 
operation to fight tax evasion 
and increase transparency 
among governments. Also on 
the table will be how much 
help to give to rebels in Syria, 


and a push for lower trade 
barriers between the United 
States and the European 
Union. 

Since last year’s G8 meet¬ 
ing at Camp David in the 
U.S., there has been a modest 
economic upswing through¬ 


out the developed world and 
prospects are brighter after 
five years of turbulence and 
recession. 

Yet despite progress, the 
economic outlook remains 
fraught with uncertainties.

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WHAT KIND OF MAYOR DO YOU WANT? 


So now we have three announced candi¬ 
dates for the mayor’s job. No big surprise 
found in the language that has accompan¬ 
ied each announcement. We are going to 
hear lots of tired old phrases trotted out 
over the next few months. We will hear 
about leadership, vision, getting things 
done and fiscal responsibility. These are 
the same political cliches we hear in every 
civic election. 

The idea of leadership is an interesting 
one when it comes to civic politics. We have 
what is called a “weak mayor” system. We 
do not have parties at the civic level and 
that means there is no party discipline the 
way there is in federal or provincial pol¬ 
itics. There is no party whip to ensure votes go the way 
the party wants them to. 

As a result, civic politics are often a matter of playing 
“ tradesies.” I will vote the way you want me to if you vote 


with me on an issue that is of importance 
to me. So being mayor really isn’t about 
leadership — it’s about being a real master 
of persuasion. The question then becomes 
about whom the mayor should actually be 
trying to persuade. 

There are really only two basic ways our 
mayor can convince other councillors to 
provide the votes he or she needs to go for¬ 
ward with an idea, project or initiative. 

The first involves persuading them 
through cajoling and trade-offs. It can also 
involve some arm-twisting and often back¬ 
room deals the public isn’t privy to. That is 
more or less how previous mayors have got¬ 
ten councillors onside. 

The second way of getting councillors to fall in line re¬ 
quires more talent and often a lot more work. A mayor can 
take her case to members of the public and convince them 
of the value of what she wants council members to en-

Billy Ciystal has played a lot of 
memorable characters — Harry 
in When Harry Met Sally, Mitch 
in City Slickers, Miracle Max in 
the Princess Bride — but after 
nearly 40 years in the business, 
he has a clear favourite from 
his repertoire: Mike Wazowski, 
the one-eyed green ball from 
Monsters, Inc. 

So naturally the idea of 
reprising the role was one 
he welcomed. “Mike is fear¬ 
less. He’s really the favourite 
character I’ve ever played in 
anything I’ve done. I’ve really 
missed doing him,” Ciystal 
says. 

But Ciystal soon learned 
that in reprising Mike, he 
wasn’t going to be doing any 
ordinaiy sequel. The pitch 
came short and sweet from 
Pixar and Disney Animation 
chief John Lasseter. 

“It was at John’s 50th birth¬ 
day party, and (he) said, ‘We 
have the idea. It’s a sequel, 
but it’s a prequel. They’re in 
college.’ And he just walked 
away,” Ciystal remembers. 
“But he left an idea, and I went, 
‘Oh, this is gonna be great.’” 

The film finds Monsters, Inc. 
buddies Mike and Sully (John 


Goodman) as just out of what¬ 
ever the monster equivalent of 
high school is and not even ac¬ 
quaintances yet. In fact, a main 
conflict of the prequel is how 
much they initially don’t like 
each other as they navigate the 
world of college. While Sully 
is a hulking jock coasting on 
his natural abilities and family 
name, Mike is more of an out¬ 
sider. That was something else 
Ciystal found easy to relate to. 

“I have to admit, I was a lit¬ 
tle bit of a misfit,” he remem¬ 
bers. 

“I was a film-directing ma¬ 
jor at NYU. I’m still not sure 
why I became a directing ma¬ 
jor when I was really an actor 
and a comedian, so I felt like I 
was a misfit, in a way, because 
all those other people — it 
was Oliver Stone, Christopher 
Guest, Mike McKean — were 
film people. Our professor was 
Marty Scorsese. Mr. Scorsese, 
which is what I had to call him 
— which I still do, when I see 
him, because he gave me a C.” 

Much as some valuable 
introspection and adversity 
points Mike to a career path 
he hadn’t considered, Ciys¬ 
tal soon found something he 
was better suited for than dir¬ 
ecting. 

“Once I found a theatre 
group, then that becomes your 
fraternity house,” he says. 

“That really becomes your 
thing. In this movie, they find 
out who they are. That’s the 
most important element of this 
movie to me: Mike has a dream, 
and the dream may not work 
out, and then he has to readjust 
and recalibrate. So for me, that 
really happened then.”

I think people in Canada, 
we’re pretty technology 
(friendly); we’re not fearful.

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Rose blooms in time 
for 1st major victory 


Golf Englishman calm 
in making clutch shots 
while Mickelson plays 
to sixth second-place 
finish at U.S. Open 


A steady hand gave Justin Rose 
the shiny U.S. Open Trophy. A 
wild ride gave Phil Mickelson 
yet another silver medal. 

Rose captured his first major 
championship on Sunday with 
remarkable calm and three 
pure shots on the punishing 
closing holes at Merion. A par 
on the 18th hole gave him an 


even-par 70, and that was good 
enough for him to become the 
first Englishman in 43 years to 
win America’s national cham¬ 
pionship. 

Rose hit 5-iron to the first cut 
of rough, pin-high on the 17th 
for an easy par. He smashed 
the most important tee shot of 
his career down the middle on 
the final hole, about 10 yards 
short of the famous Ben Hogan 
plaque. And his approach rolled 
near the pin and settled against 
the collar of the green. 

“When I came over the hill 
and saw my ball lying in the 
fairway, I thought, ‘This is my 
moment.’ It was me hitting 
from the middle of the fair¬ 


way,” Rose said. 

As usual, someone’s big mo¬ 
ment in the U.S. Open came at 
Miclcelson’s expense. 

With fans chanting, “Let’s 
go Phil!” Mickelson paced off a 
last-ditch effort to force a play¬ 
off. It was a long shot — the 
18th hole didn’t yield a single 
birdie all weekend. From about 
40 yards away, Miclcelson’s chip 
for birdie raced by the cup, 
securing Rose’s victoiy. 

Mickelson, already in the 
U.S. Open record book with five 
second-place finishes, wound 
up with a bogey on the 18th for 
a 74 and tied for second with 
Jason Day, who closed with a 
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Merion tames Tiger 


Tiger Woods wore his usual 
Sunday red shirt, but it didn’t 
keep him from quickly achiev¬ 
ing a dubious double — out 
of bounds and a 3-putt on 
the same hole. That made for 
a triple-bogey 8 at No. 2. He 
shot a 74 to finish 13 over par.
